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1.  The'  attached  Staff  Study  is  circulated  to  agencies  of  this  Headquarters 
and  to  major  supporting  and  subordinate  commanders.  It  contains  coordinated  data  v 
resulting  from  joint  planning  by  staffs  of  the  participating  agencies  and  will  be. 
used  as  a  basis  for  OHO  directives  for  the  operation,  but  is  not  of  itself  a 
directive.

Logistio  services,  including  construction,  in  the  objective  area  pre 
provided  by  Army  and  Naval  Service  Commands  attached  to  the  Sixth  Army. 

The  Commanding  General,  USASOS,  and  the  Commander,  Allied  Naval  Forces, 
are  responsible  for  provision  of  supply  and  shipping  for  Army  and  Naval  Forces,  in 
required  quantities,  to  the  Sixth  Army  Regulating  Station  in  the  ADMIRALTY  ISLANDS. 
The. Commanding  General,  Sixth  Army,  is  responsible  for  forward  movement  of  shipping 
from  the  Regulating  Station,  until  logistic  responsibility  is  transferre  d  by 
direction  of  this  Headquarters. 

The  operation  is  logistically  based  on  the  UNITED  STATES,  accomplished 
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by  direct  shipment  of  the  major  portion  of  resupply*  construction  materials  and  items 
of  industrial  equipment  therefrom*  augmented  as  necessary  from  AUSTRa Lin  and  NEW 
GUINEA  and  CENTRA'LL  PACIFIC  bases* 

Evacuation  by  air,  naval  assault  craft,  hospital  ships,  and,  when  necessary, 
on  heavy  shipping. 

Geographic  and  hydrographic  conditions  in  the  LEYTE  GULF  area  are  such  as 
to  limit  large  scale  development  of  port  facilities  under  weather  conditions.,  commonly 
prevailing  in  the  season  of  the  year  in  which  this  operation  is  to  be  conducted. 
Available  beach  frontages  are  so  extensive,  however,  that  during  periods  of  favorable 
weather  conditions,  the  introduction  of  cargo  and  troops  in  beaching  craft  over  a 
wide  front  is  possible. 

The  availability  of  local  labor  is  expected  to  be  such  that  it  will  material l,/" 
assist  in  development  and  operation  of  port  and  base  facilities.  \

SITUATION  FORECAST 

'  1.  ENEMY  . 

ak  Gr  on  ad  j  Current  estimates  of  ensn^y  strength  in  SAMAR— LEYTE 
approximate  16,000/13*000  mobile  combat  troops,  plus  4,000/5,000  base  de¬ 
fense  and  L  Of  C  personnel.  The  principal  combat  unit  is  the  veteran 
l6th  Division,  at  present  disposed  throughout  SAMAR-LEYTE.  Ah  unidentified 
SNIP  may  also  be  in  the  area* 

The  102nd  Division,  having  a  total  of  eight  battalions,  con¬ 
vert  ad  from  ah  I»Mi'B.«  is  garrisoning  BOHOL,  CEBU  and  PANAY,  but  there 
are  some  indications  of  elements  moving  to  LEYTE .  Command  of  the  VTSAYA3 
is  probably  vested  in  the  XXXV  Army  (Corps);  headquarters  at  ILOILO,  PANAY. 
It  is  consequently  probable  that  by  A-Day  the  equivalent  of  two  infantry 
divisions  may  be  disposed  in  the  SAMfJ^-LEYTE  area. 

Unless  interfered  with  by  our  air  or  naval . forces,  rein¬ 
forcements  could  be  moved  via  wafer  throughout  this  area.  The  enemy  is 
operating  an  amphibious  and  small  boat  training  center  at  CEBU,  and  the 
availability  of  ample  barges*  luggers,  etc.,  for  inter-island  movement 
is  evident.  The  possibility  of  water-borne  reinforcement  from  LUZON  must 
not  be  d iscounted . 

The  0URIGAO  area  or  MINDANAO,  just  south  of  SURIGA0  STRAITS, 
is  currently  one  of  the  more  strongly  garrisoned  points  of  MINDANAO, 
Strength  in  that  vicinity  has  recently  risen  in  excess  of  8,000,  including 
elements  and  headquarters  of  the  30th  Division.  From  a  logistical  point 
of  view,  reinforcements  from  CEBU  or  NORTH  MINDANAO  might  enter  action  in 
the  vicinity  of  TACL0BAN  from  A-plus-3  to  A-plus-6, 

b.  Air  *  Our  current  MINDANAO-PALAU  air  offensive  has  reemphasized 
the  enemy's  air  policy  as  one  of  withdrawal  before  our  advancing  bomber 
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line 
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.  The  i mmj  ne nt  possibility  of  iarge-scale  dostiiict  ioD  of  enemy  air 
strength  in  the  PHILIPPINES  during  prior  operations  may  result  in  cur¬ 
tailment  of  extensive  aircraft  replacement .  Such  a  policy  would  result 
in  declining  PHILIPPINE  air  strength,  to  bo  committed  principally  against 
our  direct  assaults  north  of  tho  VI3AYAS . 

Should  the  enemy  avoid  large-scale  destruction  prior  to

BASIC  LOGISTIC  PLAN 


I.  GENERAL. 

1.  In  general,  "this  operation  consists  of  an  overwater 
operation  to  seize  and  occupy  hostile  airdromes,  potential  port, 
base  and  airdrome  sites  in  the  TACLOBAN— DULAG- JARO  area  for  de¬ 
velopment  to  support  future  operations. 

2.  From  the  north  coast  of  NEW  GUINEA,  CENTRAL  PACIFIC, 
and  AUSTRALIA,  assault  elements  will  advance  against  the  objectives 
by  the  employment  of  amphibious  craft  and  naval  assault  shipping. 

3.  Upon  completion  of  the  assault  phase,  and  as  soon  as 
objectives  are  occupied,  the  TACLOBAN -DULAG- JARO  area  will  be 
developed  as  a  USASOS  base  and  port,  air  operating  base,  naval  PT 
operating  base,  and  naval  advance  repair  base  to  provide  limited 
logistic  support  for  future  operations  to  complete  the  reoccupation 
of  the  PHILIPPINES. 

II.  ORGANIZATION  FOR  LOGISTIC  SUPPORT. 

1.  Service  troops,  whose  mission  is  to  directly  support 
combat  elements  will  be  attached  to  the  Sixth  Army  for  employment 
directly  with  the  forces. 

2.  Tho  Commanding  General,  USASOS,  will  provide  a  suitable 
headquarters  for  an  Army  service  command  to  be  attached  to  the  Sixth 
Army,  The  Commanding  General,  Sixth  Arny  will  from  service  troops  pro** 
vided  him  constitute  an  Army  service  command  to  receive,  unload,  store, 
and  make  available  to  Army  forces,  supplies  and  materials  arriving  in 
the  objective  area  for  the  support  of  this  operation,  and  to  initiate 
and  continue  approved  construction  projects  and  to  establish  and 
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operate  base  facilities. 

3.  The  Commander,  Allied  Naval  Forces,  will  provide  a 
Naval  service  command  to  be  attached  to  the  Sixth  Army  for  con¬ 
struction  and  operation  of  naval  facilities  and  provide  logistic 
support  for  naval  forces  in  the  objective  area. 

4.  Upon  transfer  of  the  responsibility  for  logistic  sup¬ 
port  from  the  Commanding  General,  Sixth  Army,  to  the  Commanding 
General,  USASOS ,  and  the  Commander,  Allied  Naval  Forces,  the  Army 
and  Naval  service  commands  revdrt  to  the  control  of  USASOS  and 


Allied  Naval  Forces  respectively. 

5.  The  Commanders  of  the  Army  and  Navy  service  commands 
will  report  to  the  Commanding  General,  Sixth  Army  immediately  for 
coordination  of  planning. 

III.  SUPPLY. 

1.  Supplies  will  be  maintained  in  mounting  areas  in  quan- 
titles  to  insure  that  assault  forces,  on  embarkation,  will  be 
accompanied  by  supplies  as  prescribed  by  Sixth  Army,  except  for 


XXIV  Corps,  within  levels  as  follows-: 

Classes  I,  II,  III  &  IV 

(less  construction  materials) 

-  Class  V: 

XXIV  Corps,  all  classes;  As  loaded.

2.  Sufficient  Class  IV  construction  materials , " including 
special  equipment  for  initiation  of  construction  of  airdromes, 
bu lk  ga^s  ol in©  installations,  port  and  base  facilities,  will  accom— 
pany  assault  echelons  in  naval  assault  shipping.  Thereafter,  con¬ 
struction  materials  will  be  supplied  direct  from  the  UNITED  STATES, 
NEW  GUINEA  and  AUSTRALIA  in  heavy  shipping. 

3'.  Floating  reserves  of  aviation  and  motor  gasoline  and 
oils,  and  ground  and  air  force  ammunition  in  duplicate  loaded  ships 
by  classes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Commanding  General,  Sixth 
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Army  on  or  before  A-Day . 

4.  The  initial  echelon  of  resupply  will  be  from  mounting  areas 
transported  to  the  objective  area  in  naval  assault  shipping,  augmented 
by  USASOS-crewad  AK's  as  necessary..  Thereafter,  resupply,  less 
ammunition,  will  be  direct  from  the  UNITED  STATES  and  AUSTRALIA,  aug¬ 
mented  as  necessary  from  NEW  GUINEA  bases.  Resupply  of  ammunition 
will  be  from  bases  in  NEW  GUINEA,  augmented  by  loadings  from  the  UNITED 
STATES  and  AUSTRALIA  when  necessary. 

5.  The  Commanding  General,  USASOS,  upon  assumption  of 
logistic  responsibility  in  the  objective  area,  will  build  to  and 
maintain  supplies  at  a  level  of  thirty  (30)  days,  all  classes,  for 
200,000  troops. 

6.  The  Commanding  General,  Sixth  Army,  and  the  Commanding 
General,  USASOS,  will  jointly  establish,  standard  loadings  of  cargo 
shipping  to  be  utilized  in  resupply.  The  resupply  ships  as  loaded 
for  XXIV  Corps  will  be  fully  utilized. 

7.  The  Commanding  General,  USASOS,  will  be  responsible  for 
obtaining  supplies,  and  their  movement  to  the  Sixth  Army  Reg— 

•  ulating  Station,  us  required  by  the  Sixth  Army. 

8.  The  Commanding  General,  USASOS,  will  maintain  the  re¬ 
serve  of  Class  I  supplies  as  directed  in  letter,  this  headquarters, 
file  AG  581.2  (8  Sep  44)D,  subject:  "Emergency  Supply  of  Troops  in 
Combat  Areas  by  Air  f ransport dated  8  September  1944  at  BIAK. 

9.  The  Commander,  Allied  Naval  Forces  is  responsible  for 
the  logistic  support  of  Allied  Naval  Forces  elements. 

10 .  The  Commander,  Third  Fleet,  is  responsible  for  the  log¬ 
istic  support  Of  Third  Fleet  elements. 

11.  The  Commanding  General,  USASOS,  will  be  responsible  for 
the  procurement  and  delivery,  in  heavy  shipping,  of  food,  medical 
supplies  and  other  items  necessary  for  the  relief  of  the  civilian 
population  "and  maintenance  supplies  for  the  Filipino  Forces  in  the 


objective  are 


12.  Based  upon  "the  best  information  obtainable  at  the  time, 
as  to  availability,  and  the  estimated  requirements  for  local  labor 
in  the  objective  area,  the  Commanding  General,  Sixth  Army  will  state 
requirements  for  subsistence  supplies  for  such  personnel  to  the  Com¬ 
manding  General,  USASOS ,  who  will  be  responsible  for  procuring  and 
forwarding  such  supplies. 

IV.  EVACUATION. 

1.  Evacuation  from  objective  areas  will  be  restricted  to 
casualties  seriously  injured,  or  those  requiring  prolonged  hospi¬ 
talization. 

2.  Evacuation  from  objective  areas,  initially,  will  be  by 
naval  assault  craft,  followed  at  the  earliest  practicable  date  by 
the  employment  of  hospital  ships.  Evacuation  by  naval  assault 
craft,  except  APH ' s  will  be  to  bases  at  the  ports  of  call  of  such 
craft.  Evacuation  by  AFH's  will  be  to  hospitals  in  Advance  and 
Intermediate  Bases  in  accordance  with  bed  credits  established  for 
the  Sixth  Army. 

3.  Geneva— prote cted  hospital  ships  will  be  available  for 
augmenting  evacuation  from  objective  areas  as  directed  by  this 
headquarters . 

4..  The  Coflfmanding  General,  Sixth  Army,  and  the  Commander, 
Allied  Naval  Forces,  are  responsible  that  transports  evacuating 
casualties  from  objective  areas  to  ports  of  call  or  to  hospitals 
in  Advance  and.  Intermediate  Bases  have  adequate  medical  equipment, 
personnel  and  supplies  to  care  for  casualties  enroute. 

5.  Where  USASOS  hospitals  are  not  available  at  ports  of 
call,  the  Commanding  General,  Eighth  Army,  is  responsible  for  hos¬ 
pitalization  of  casualties  evacuated  from  objective  areas  pending 
their  further  evacuation. 
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6.  Evacuation  from  Advance  and  Intermediate  Bases  as  di¬ 
rected  by  the  Commanding  General,  USASOS,  and  Commander,  Allied 
Naval  Forces. 

7.  The  Commander,  Allied  Air  Forces,  is  responsible  for 
emergency  air  evacuation  and  for  medical  care  and  attendance  enroute. 

8.  Salvageable  equipment  and  material  will  not  be  evacuated 
to  bases  in  the  rear,  but  will  be  assembled  and  held  in  the  object¬ 
ive  area  for  subsequent  repair. 

9.  Captured  materiel  will  not  be  evacuated  to  bases  in  th6 
rear,  but  will  be  assembled  and  held  in  the  objective  area  for  later 
determination  as  to  disposition. 

lO.  Prisoners  of  war  will  be  held  in  the  objective  area  for 
later  determination  as  to  their  destination. 

V.  HOSPITALIZATION. 

1.  During  the  early  phases  of  the  operation  and  prior  to 
the  establishment  of  fixed  hospitals  in  the  objective  areas,  minor 
casualties  will  be  hospitalized  in  mobile-type  hospitals  assigned  to 
the  task  force.  Casualties  requiring  prolonged  treatment  will  be 
hospitalised  in  fixed  hospitals  established  in  NEW  GUINEA  and  similar 
hospitals  as  they  become  established  in  the  objective  areas. 

2.  The  Commanding  General,  USASOS,  will  provide  for  UNITED 
STATES  Army  Forces  employed  in  this  operation  bed  credits  in  NEW  GUINEA 
as  follows;

3.  The  Commander,  Allied  Naval  Forces,  will  make  avail¬ 
able  sufficient  beds  in  Advance  Naval  Bases  and/or  alloat  for  cas¬ 
ualties  of  the  naval  forces  employed. 

4.  Pending  construction  for  fixed  hospital  units  as  indicated 
in  Appendix  D,  hospital  units  will  function  in  tentage. 

^  N 
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VI  *  TRANSPORTATION  . 

1.  Assault  naval  craft  will  be  used  for  transportation  of 
assault  and  reinforcing  elements  forward  from  mounting  areas  and 
for  movemont  of  other  troop  organizations  having  heavy  equipment 
and  stores.  Base,  garrison  and  follow-up  units  and  organizations 
with  little  heavy  equipment  and  stores  will  be  moved  forward  in 
either  USASOS  or  naval  troop  ships  and  heavy  shipping. 

2.  Troops,  equipment,  and  maintenance  cargo  to  be  trans¬ 
ported  are  indicated  in  Appendix  A. 

3.  Concentration  of  troops  will  be  effected  in  USASOS 
shipping,  augmented  by  available  naval  troop  carrying  craft. 

4.  Initial  resupply  will  be  moved  forward  in  naval  assault 
craft,  augmented  by  USASOS-crewed  AK's  as  necessary;  subsequent 
resupply  will  be  by  WSA  and  USASOS  heavy  shipping. 

5.  In  order  to  regulate  the  flow  of  shipping,  to  insure 
the . arrival  in  the  objective  area  of  troops  and  cargo  at  required 
times,  and  to  minimize  congestion  of  shipping  in  the  objective  port 
area  during  operations,  a  Regulating  Station  for  heavy  and  such  other 
shipping  as  desired  will  be  established  by  the  Commanding  General, 
Sixth  Army  at  SEEADLER  HARBOR  in  the  ADMIRALTY  ISLANDS.  Additional 
Regulating  Stations  may  be  established  as  desired  by  the  Commanding 
General,  Sixth  Army. 

6.  The  movemont  forward  of  shipping  from  the  Regulating 
Station  will  be  controlled  by  the  Commanding  General,  Sixth  Army, 
until  this  responsibility  is  transferred  by  this  headquarters  to  the 
Commanding  General,  USASOS  and  the  Commander,  Allied  Naval  Forces. 

7.  During  the  early  phases  of  the  operation,  empty  heavy 
shipping  and  transports  as  directed  by  this  headquarters,  will  be 
held  on  a  rotational  basis,  in  NEv\f  GUINEA  ports,  available  for  emer¬ 
gency  movement  of  troops  and  supplies. 
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0.  Hospital  ships,  including  those  at  present  available  in 
the  theater  and  necessary  additional  ships  to  be  obtained  from,  the 
CENTRAL  PACIFIC  and  UNITED  STATES  will  be  used  to  evacuate  direct 
from  the  objective  area  as  required. 

9.  To  reduce  the  shipment  and  handling  of  drummed  petroleum 
products,  p®nding  construction  of  bulk  storage  and  distribution  fac¬ 
ilities  in  the  objective  area,  petroleum  barges  complete  with  acces¬ 
sories  for.  billing  tank  trucks  and  drums  ashore ,  will  be  moved  for¬ 
ward  to  the  objective  area  not  later  than  A/^10  •  Resupply  of  petrol¬ 
eum  products  to  the  barges  is  by  small  tanker.  As  soon  as  the  bulk 
petroleum  installation  is  operable  ashore,  the  barges  will  become 
available  for  subsequent  operations. 

10.  Lighterage  facilities,  barges,  tugs,  floating  wharves, 
and  amphibious  craft  in  objective  areas  will  be  supplied  jointly  by 
Commanding  General,  USASOS  and  Commander,  Allied  Naval  Forces.  A 
slow  convoy  moving  this  class  of  craft  will  be  formed  and  dispatched 
to  objective  areas  to  arrive  at  destination  prior  to  the  planned 
arrival  of  heavy  cargo  shipping. 

11.  In  order  to  conserve  transportation  and  reduce  port — con¬ 
gestion  all  commanders  of  forces  employed  in  this  operation  will  re¬ 
duce  to  a  minimum  the  vehicles  to  accompany  units  moved  to  the  objective 
area  . 

12.  Heavy  shipping  will  bo  made  available  to  the  Commanding 
General,  Sixth  Army,  for  movement  into  the  objective  area  of  organ¬ 
izations  with  their  accompanying  equipment,  and  extra  vehicles,  which 
cannot  be  lifted  by  assault  naval  craft. 

VII .  CONSTRUCTION. 

1.  The  TACLOBAN— DULAG— JARO  area  will  be  developod  by  tb.6 
installation  of  an  Army  base  and  port,  an  Air  Force  operating  base, 
and  a  Navy  advance  fuel  and  supply  base  with  minor  repair  facilities-, 
to  support  future  operations  in  the  reoocupation  of  the  FHILIPFINES. 
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For  general  information  of  facilities  "to  be  provided ,  .  see  Appendices 
A,  B ,  C  ,  B  ,  E  ,  and  F  * 

2.  Since  preparation  of  Appendices  it  has  been  determined  to 
reduce  facilities  greatly;  from  35  to  50  percent.  Final  facilities 
to  be  constructed  will  be  stated  in  Operations  Instructions. 

3.  Construction  will  be  limited  to  the  provision  of  mini¬ 
mum  essential  operational  facilities.  No  decking  or  flooring,  ex¬ 
cept  for  surgical  wards,  will  be  constructed  prior  to  A/ZO . 

4.  Based  on  stated  requirements  of  oach  interested  service, 
this  headquarters  will  issue  maps  indicating  general  areas  for  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  TACLOBAN-DULAG- JARO  area.  Agencies  responsible  for 
construction  and  development  of  the  bases  will  complete  plans  for 

the  respective  base  installations,  to  be  submitted  to  this  head¬ 
quarters  for  approval. 

5.  The  Commanding  General,  Sixth  Army,  will  initiate  con—  j 

struction  of  port,  base,  air  and  naval  facilities.  Upon  direction 

of  this  headquarters,  responsibility  for  the  development  and  com¬ 
pletion  of  approved  projects  will  pass  to  the  Commander,  Allied 
Naval  Forces  and  tho  Commanding  General,  USASOS .  | 

6.  Bulk  petroleum  shore  tankage  and  distribution  systems  \ 

will  be  constructed  as  early  as  shown  in  Appendix  C.  Equipment  and 
materials  for  the  initial  shore  installations  will  be  moved  forward 

in  early  echelons.
